A.N ACT to prescribe the mode of filling vacancies in tbe office of 
Justice of the Peace. Constable, and members of tbe Board of

HANNER OF INFORMING GOVERNOR OF VAOANOIES IN THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

AN ACT to amend an Act entiLled V &Cancies and Special Elections. 

SEOTION 1 •• Be it enacted. by the General .AssemlJly S ti· 672 
of tlte S,,!,,~e of Iowa, That Ch.apter 42, Section 672, of c~~p~:r 42,' 
the ReVISIOn of 1860, be and IS hereby amended by the amended. 
addition of the following clause: "Whenever a vacancy V&Cancy­
shall occur in the office of a Senator or Representative how filled . 

. in the General Assembly, it shall be the duty of the . 

. Clerk of the Board of Supervisors of the county in W~o gIve 
which such vacancy may occur to notify the Governor no ICe. 

of the State of the fact, and the cause of such vacancy; 
and if more than one county is represented in the dis-
trict in which such vacancy may occur, then such 
notice shall be given by the Clerk of the Board of Su­
pervisors of the county in which the late. member 
resided.
